Samuel Blumenfield. resigned as 
superintendent of the Board of 
Jewish Education, amidst rumors 
that he was forced ‘> resign.

He ridiculed the contention of 
the Toledo leadership that too 
much money was going out of the 
Jewish community. He confirmed 
that some community leaders had 
threatened to withdraw their 
names as cosigners in floating a 
loan for the UJA due to the 
strife. Montor said that UJA 
chief Schwartz had rejected pres: 
| sure to intervene in the situation. 

Montor accused the Toledo 
Jewish community of using the 
banner of Israel to collect funds 
and then using the majority of 
it for city projects. He said he 
never saw such pressure used 
against an Israeli activity. 

WON’T PERMIT ‘VISA’ 

“We will not allow Israeli vis- 
itors to have to obtain a visa for 
certain Jewish communities,’ he 
declared. 

He said, “Toledo exposed the 
emptiness and weakness of the 
Zionist movement to an appalling 
degree except for the LZOA.”

Israel Zangwill 
(1864 - 1926) 

OVELIST, playwright, poet, interpreter of the glory of 

Israel—this was Israel Zangwill. In his youth he knew 
poverty and suffering, but rose to write his name high 
among the topmost in the scroll of the great. Born in the 
Ghetto of London, he spent his boyhood in the humble, Or: 
thodox home of his father. He was eager for knowledge, and 
despite many obstacles, studied avidly. He was brilliant. At 
the schools of Whitechapel, at the university, everywhere he 
took honors. 

The tragedies and comedies of the Ghetto—the ceaseless 
surge of Jewish life that flowed before his understanding 
eyes—impressed themselves deeply in his heart. As a young 
man he became a journalist, but he could never hold a job 
long. His scintillating wit always seemed to offend the pom- 
pous shams of someone in power. While still in lis early 
twenties he wrote “Children of the Ghetto.” It lifted him to 
fame and success. He wrote other books and turned his fer- 
tile pen to the stage, becoming one of England’s greatest 
playwrights. 

He was passionate in his Jewishness and a bitter critic 
of Jewish faults. An ardent Zionist, Zangwill was an untir- 
ing worker in the cause. He influenced countless thousands 
of Jews throughout the world, and is reverenced by them 
as the spokesman and interpreter of their joys and suffer- 
ings, their pleasures and their pains.

Fresh meat, fish, 
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Sex Education Program Helpful to Hebrew School PTA 


By MILTON A. SAFFIR, Ph.D.

HE program committee of the B’nai Israel He- 


brew School PTA was meeting to plan the ac- 
tivities of the organization for the next year. They 
had arranged programs centering around the Jewish 
holidays and the usual fund raising affairs. Mrs. 
Berkowitz suggested that they 
might invite a speaker for one of 
the meetings to talk on sex edu- 
cation. The chairman raised some 
questions, however. “Would such 
a program be proper for a He- 
brew School PTA? How would 
the parents react? Would it be 
embarrassing?” 

No program could be more ap- 
propriate, nor more helpful, to 
parents of young children. The 
problem of providing adequate 
guidance for children to insure wholesome attitudes 
and high moral standards in their sex adjustment 
has become recognized as of the greatest importance. 
Intelligent mothers, and fathers too, are usually 
eager for any help they can receive. No matter what

outside agencies might participate in sex education, 
it is the parents who have the major responsibility 
and play the major role in shaping the sex adjust- 
ment of their sons and daughters. 

* * * 

OF ALL THE ORGANIZATIONS that might ar- 
range for a program on sex education, the religious 
school PTA certainly is the one that has the most 
legitimate justification. Of all the groups which 
might help parents in their task of building charac- 
ter, developing moral and ethical values, and encour- 
aging right standards of conduct in their children, no 
one could question the primacy of the religious insti- 
tution. 

The difficulty about arranging the program which 
Mrs. Berkowitz suggests will not lie in its appropriate- 
ness nor in its acceptability; rather it will be in find- 
ing the proper person to present such a program. 

A good speaker on a topic such as sex education 
should have a thorough knowledge of the psycho- 
logical as well.as the biological aspects of sex. He 
should understand child development and should 
have insight into the problems which parents encoun- 
ter in their relationships with their children. The 
program should be frank and practical, designed to 


be helpful to parents who so often are most anxious 
to fulfill their responsibility for sex education but 
are perplexed about how to go about it. 

*K * * 

FINALLY, THE SPEAKER should be familiar 
with the religious point of view of the group and 
able therefore to make suggestions that are consis- 
tent with that point of view. Such a speaker might 
be hard to find, and it may be that the rabbi or the 
Hebrew school teacher will have to learn enough 
about sex education so that he can provide the pro- 
gram himself. 


A good program on sex education will not be 
easy for the committee to arrange, but if it is done 
they will be rewarded by a meeting that the mem- 
bers will consider one of the most valuable and worth- 
while.

DON’T mind getting into trouble for what I think and say. But 

I don’t like to be misunderstood or misrepresented by the editor, 
The title he put on my column of June 4 is misleading.

EAR Mr. Pearlroth: Please write and tell me what my 
name means.—MIRIAM SPIEGEL, Chicago, II. 

SPIEGEL means “a mirror” and that is also the source of 
the name. The mirror was a house sign in Frankfurt on the 
Main, Germany for many centuries. In those days houses were 
not numbered, since there were only a few people who could 
read. Mail was addressed not by number but by the house sign. 
In time the sign itself became a family name. You failed to 
indicate where your family came from. It is possible that you 
are descended from the family who inhabited the Spiegel House 
in Frankfurt. Chances are also that the name in your instance 
may have been copied from the original Spiegel family. With- 
out having a country of origin it is impossible to be sure.

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p.S. Court Upholds 
State Ban On Frats 


ALBANY, N. Y. (JP)—A spec- 
jal court of three federa] judges 
has unanimously upheld the con- 
stitutionality of the ban by the 
State University of New York 
against .national] social fraterni- 
ties and sororities on campuses 
of 22 colleges in the university 
system. 

The ban was ordered last Oc- 
tober by the university trustees 
as a result of allegations of re- 
ligious and racial discrimination 
in fraternities. 

The judges turned down a pro- 
test brought by Sigma Tau Gam- 
ma and seven other national fra- 
ternities and sororities that had 
sought an injunction against the 
order. ‘ 

In Syracuse, Clifford H. Searl, 
former Supreme Court justice 
who is serving as attorney for 
the plaintiffs, sald he planned an 
appeal to the U.@S. Supreme 
Court. 
In announcing the ban, Presi- 
dent William Carlson of the New 
York State university said last 
fall that Jews and Negroes had 
been denied membership in some 
societies. / 
Dr. Carlson hailed the decision 
as a reinforcement of the univer- 
sity’s jurisdiction over social af- 
fairs of students.

' RESPOND TO WONDERS OF CAESARIA

AIFA—A free day today, no school for the kids, and an oppor- 
H tunity for Nechamah to get away from household chores 
again. We pile into the family car, fill it up with precious, expen- 
give petrol (known in America as gasoline) and take off. 

First a visit to the village of Givat Adda, 
next to Pardess Hanna, to pay a debt of five 

s’ standing. When we visited Israel as tour- 
ists in 1949 we visited Givat Adda and snapped 
a color photograph of an old villager, almost 80, 
as he stood in a ditch, shovel in hand, and dug. 
He had a long white beard, and his “tzitzes” 
flapped in the wind as he vigorously wielded the 
shovel. 

He had paused in his work only long enough 
to look up at us and grunt as we took the pic- 
ture. We had promised to send him a copy, but 
ne had shaken his head in disbelief. They all

take his pictures, but no one ever sends him a print. “American 
pluffers,” he said, though without bitterness, and ignored us.

THAT WAS 1949, and we went back there today, picture in hand, 
looking for the old-timer. The first villager we stopped took one 
Jook at the photo and pointed to a neat, white cottage. Avraham 
Regev still did his daily stint of hard labor and was in ill health 
only when he did not work, his daughter told us. Avraham was 
away for the day—visiting in 
Affuleh—and so we did not get 
to see him, but we left the photo 
with word that it was from a 
couple of American “bluffers.” 

On the way we spied a little lad 





of about 12, lugging 4 suitcase, 
and running up the road. We 
slowed down. He was en route to 
the Youth Aliyah village of 
Alonei Yitzhak after a week’s ab- 
sence to visit his sick father in 
Tiberias. He still had several 
miles to walk, but his face lit 
up with smiles when we decided 
to take him straight to his des- 
tination and at the same time 
visit old friends Danny Brisker 
and Tzvike, now working with the 
youth at the village. We deliver- 
ed the youngster all right, but 
our two friends were gone for 
the day, We took a quick look 
around at the homey, curtained 
dining room, at the pleasant 
green lawn where children were 
playing, at the clear pool and the 
splashing fountain. This is what 
the women of America help make 
possible through Youth Aliyah 
for the homeless and underpriv- 
ileged children who have come to 
Israel from remote corners of 
the world.

IT IS NOT too far from Caes- 
area, site of a great Roman city 
almost 2,000 years ago. Here 








there has been a Phoenician fort- 
ress, then a Greek city, then the 
Roman metropolis with a popu- 
lation of 100,000, Today the fish- 
ing kibbutz of Sdot Yam is near- 
by, but scores of acres of land 
are dotted with the relics and 
remnants of ancient civilizations. 
At one spot an entire building 
has been excavated, and one of 
the heroie sized statues there un- 
covered has been seen by tens 
of thousands in America at the 
Land of the Bible exhibition. 
There is a “guide” on the site, 
but he won’t do tourists any good 
because he speaks no English, 
Neither is he of any help to cer- 
tain Israelis, because he speaks 
no Hebrew either. Not far away, 
on the main road, taxis and buses 
carry the tourists by in the hun- 
dreds, but the fascination and 
drama of Caesarea must remain 


secret to most of them.

WE HAVE BEEN to Caesarea 
before, so we know where to go, 
along the unmarked roads. We 
climb to the top of the cracked 
old minaret; we pick up bits of 
Roman glass on the water front; 
we stand out on the pier and 
watch the fishermen and the 
play of colors in the water; we 
collect bits of Roman pottery and 
graceful clay jar handles where 
the sea laps along the edge of the 
ancient city uncovering some of 
its buried glory. Next time, we 
vow, we shall bring our bathing 
suits, for the beach is a magnifi- 
cent stretch of smooth white 
sand. We eat lunch astride huge 
fallen marble pillars. 

Perhaps it is treason to write 
about these things; they must 
be kept a secret from the tour- 
ists it seems. Hard-boiled Ameri- 
cans must be more interested 
in smokestacks and assembly 
lines of Israel’s industry than 
in the great outdoor stadium 
where 20,000 Romans used to as- 
semble to watch the gladiators 
and the races. At least that seems 
to be the policy of Israel’s so- 
called tourist department, 

It has been a full day. The 
roads are good and the weather 
fine, and we are back home at 
Haifa very soon with more mem- 
ories of daily life in Israel. To- 
day’s trip was just about 60 





miles in all.

German Fired for Insult to Jew 


FRANKFORT, Germany-—District President Friedrich Jetter has 
been discharged from office with ignominy, heavily fined, and pre- 
cluded from reelection to his former post for insulting a Jewish 
victim of Nazism in a local public-house. Last November, Jetter 
was accused of 31 offenses by the legal representative of the Jewish 
Victims of Nazism. The accusation ranged from embezzlement to 
rape. Investigations were stopped early this year at the instiga- 
tion of the Stuttgart public prosecutor. 


Belgium Monument Smeared With Tar 


BRUSSELS—tThe recently unveiled monument to the Unknown 
Political Prisoner at Fort Breedonck has been smeared with tar. 
During the Nazi occupation, hundreds of Jewish and non-Jewish po- 
litical prisoners were put to death at the Fort Breendonck concentra- 
tion camp. The monument is the work of a Russian Jewish sculptor, 
Jankelevici, who now lives in Belgium. Members of a neo-Nazi 
group are suspected as perpetrators of the outrage.
